be set adrift, laden with flpices and 
other food.stuffn. 'I'.iey al.so, lit 
various time.-) during the year, would 
act In procession, much like a mira- 
cle i))ay, the slory 'of Jsls, and it is 
reported that the Kmpero'rs of Rome, 
durlnit the later centurieH/ look part 
ill these rprocc.tsions, thouRh 'by their 
ax-.tionf, they often acted with undue 
levity. . ■ 

With the aid" of lantern slides, Dr. 
{jnlng allowed how tnlB -vrajt rriprcsenl- 
ed, with a. cow's head nnd a, 'sprijf of 
lotus leaves between . t!io hornn — a,a 
a alffn of dmmorlality. Sr^-eral slides 
of her were ahown, pictures on coins,

Two papers- were rcn^t at the 
monlhly mcotlni; of Ihc Osier Society 
on 'riie.iday. "'Leonardo d.a Vinol" 
was tho .siibjecl of Wn first paper 
was presented by It.R.L. IJavIs 
Med. '27. while the- second on the 
"iriatory ot Wiitclicrnft" was by Alan 
a. Robs, also of Med. '27. Besides 
the ITndergradiiato members there 
wcro present I'rof. llorsi Ocrtcl, Ihe 
honorar.v president. Prof.- .J. C. 
Mcaklns, f'rot. Krancl.s K. Lloyd. 
Prof. J. W. Bridses and .Dr. D. 
Slater Lewie. 

In tho fli-Ht paper. Davis showed 
the Ki-eat ver.<intlllly ot Leonard, 
who was 'one of the iji-cat leaders of 
the Italian Renaissance. Hosides 
bolng one oC ithe Ereatest artlets of 
(ho pertod he dolvcd i-nto almost all 
tho sclencos and discovered and 
undcrstoodi fundamen!tal principles 
which wcr.> rediscovered lonf; after- 
wards.^ Thcso sclenlll'lc f indlnsa . were 
h«!pL In h's notn book conetatlns of 
about 5,300 pages which -worn lost to 
the world Xor. .1 lonff time and which 
are at present In various museums 
in ISuropean countries. 

Of his artistic work Utile emali^s. 
Ho was famous in h's own day for 
Ills BoulDlure and for Ills paintings. 
Ho niaJtto a clay model ot a plgantlo 
equestrian statue of rranci-'.<«;o 
Bforza tlie father of lil-s patron In- 
dow'co iil More, the Duke of 
Milan. This was never cost, 
but it -was mentjioncd In ' many 
contemporary writings. Of his 
palntlncs th* I«n.st Supper In its half 
ruined condition Is one of the most 
famous In the world. Tho llina Lisa 
in Hie Sotiyre In Paris Is also well 
known . There arc also a number »f 
well authenticated woilts and some 
of dubious genulncnoss. 

Tn tho aoiinces h.-a anatomical re- 
eearches which were performed long 
before VcsaUni — Leonardo died the 
year ot Vesallns' birth. IBID— the the 
wonder ot modern stnidents o'f the 
manuscripts. HIa technique was vcrj- 
■tmllar to that iised by modem In- 
vestigations and his 'drawings indicate 
careful ■ dlsscct-ioni accurate observa- 
tion combined with physiological In- 
•l«ht into the parts under considera- 
tion. [ 

He r«cefnlKr«d the university of 
Kravltatlon long before the time (of 
Newton. H^b is bollov«d lo h.a^-c con- 
etructed some eort of telescope to 
better observe the moon. In geology 
and paleontology ho aiivMllgated 
rocks an'di fossels which camo 'under 
his notice as a builder of canals. And 
so Hhe' ■ various other aspects of 
L'emardo'a' solcntlfic were touched on. 

Prof. .T. C. Mcaklns in speaking 
on this pajier, pointed out the. 
universality of I,eonardo'fl genius 
and the catholicity of his researches 
ami addeifl Bevcrnl points which li.ad 
not been touched on In the paper. 

Dr. D. Lerion alao »]>oko -on the 
paper and made a iturth-;r contribu- 
tion of phrases «t Leonardo's genius. 

In the second paper. Rosa jîhovved 
(hat wliilo at one time witches were 
only amendable lo eccleslasllcnl 
power and not piinlshcd In a physlcnl 
Way of course they were subject 'to 
Brave dangers particularly after 
death and were consldcr<id to be 
Hiirely niimliorPd anionpr Ihe damned', 
irowevor when the church in Bnglnnd 
sbparnted from Rome the king be- 
came li(;a.d of lli.» chiiixih. Then as a 
con.neq nonce wlthcratt became In.tlead 
of a morel error, an offence agalnst 
the Crown and the punishment, 
death . 

He recounted many of tho storlejs 
of iviLch hunllng and g.ave statistics 
of the number who wore -hanged . In 
England wMchcs were hanged and 
then burned: -n Scotland they wore 
■Iranglnd and llron' burned on tho 
continent Ihe preiviiillnff fashion was 
to burn Ihcm alive. 

In attempting to explain the )isy. 
chology of'wItchc.M anrt witch hunting 
Ro.ss drew nl.leiMInn to modern con- 
ceptions of mental riinclioning. The 
w-itohe.M wius liysterlcal people mo.itly 
women because women are on the 
whole more hystorloal than- mon. 
Hysterical dlssodla.tlon of nervous 
patients is rocognizcd to-day and tl>c.<o 
ppoplb arc treated In a more hUD.'nlii- 
torian way. As for the witch hunter.* 
thero'are such people to-day. How- 
ever In a more refined world thny 
confine themselves to go.sslplng about 
their nelglJibours, 'blackening charact- 
ers and are the pillars of thn various 
'Ants"' sooloUos whioli exist. The 
public which would .stand for such 
brutalities gets a jBlinllnr sensation 
tOrday'lii rending of murder rials, tho 
unsavoury dciiillB Jof divorce cases 
arid tl'ic thouaann and ono other 
hiipponliigH whlch^a ycilow press can 
Inflict on tho w-irld.

Tf there were a condensation . of 
spiral pobulae or star clusters in the 
direction of Ih's .preferenttal motion, 
a gravitational cMplanaAIon might ■''•P- 
pear pliï.uslble, hut no sucCi conden- 
sation has been observed and thus the 
astronomer is faced with a groat m.va- 
lery. ' 

The forces within our galaxy. will 
not suffice lo account for the motions 
of the st.ars; some va.sl cosmic force 
is at work, but whence It originates 
and what may bo its full aignl^cance 
are queries to which as yot there are 
no replies.
